previous to 180O. 
There vcre Silver Re- 


publicans and Gold Democrats. 
\t the 


time there was little certainty as to u hich 
party was to be the partv championing the 
cause of 16 tu 1. 
but the adoption of the 


cause of the double standard by the Demo- 
crats was. mevitably followed by the adop- 
tion of the single >tan«jir4 1\\ the Repub- 
lican*..

Many of 
her tstociates in the Anti- 
Suffrage movement are not- 
able in public and social life.

Cleveland.

The maple leaves are buttonholed as is the ma- 


terial surrounding the design. 
The veins of the 


leaves are in outline stitch. 


The buttouholeing is worked the same width-, 


with the pearl edge on the sid*, where the ma- 


terial, is to be cut out. 


It is best to-work the buttonhole bars first, and 


then buttonhole the design, as in this way the 


bars will be held firmly in place. 


The material is not cut out until the work is 


completely finished.
